It is natural that a foreign-born citi- 
én who has properly complied with the 
law and has been a. voter for many 
years should feel it a hardship to be 


' compelled again to show his right to vote 


by producing “his naturalization papers 
or a certified copy of them. It is a hard- 
ship, but one which every good citizen 
should be willing to bear for the welfare 
of the community. . 

One of the most prolific sources of cor- 
ruption and fraud in elections has been 
the manipulation of fresh immigrants 
by political strikers. The registration 
lists have been etuffed with names of 
men fresh from the old country whose 
papers have been ſmproperly obtained 
for them or who had no papers. Under 
the old system of registration these 
Hames could be utilized from year to 

ear by the strikers and the frauds 
‘were perpetuated. 

The object of the new law is to free 
He lists of all but qualified voters and 

keep them free from all manner of 
Muds. The only way to do this is to 
make the lists and compel every citizen 
prove his right to vote under the law. 
If is vital to the purity of the ballot box 
thet this be done. 

It is no reflection upon old and rep- 
utable eitizens to require them to make 

their claims to registration. The 
Object is to check the rascals, and in 
order to do this some hardships must be 


imposed upon all citizens.

t's demands are such 
as to attract the attention of the other 
Great Britain." The 
Cologne Gazette declares that “against 
these preténsions (the President's appl- 
cation of the Monroe doctrine) all of the 
European States will stand by England, 
for it is a question to be decided once 
and for all whether unbridled claims of 
the United States shall be recognized or 
European civilization subordinated to 
North American civilization on the Amer- 
fcan continent.“ 

This is a correct statement of the 
situation from the standpoint oz Burope. 
The President's Message is a notice to 
all Europe of the resolution of the United 
States to assert the doctrine of America 
for Americans and American institutions 
to the extreme limit of their power 
against all who challenge it. 

There is not a taint of jingoism in the 
sentiment which the Message embodies. | 
It expresses the clear consciousness to 
which the American people have arrived 
of the true interpretation of the Monroe 
doctrine and of its value to them as 
the conservator of their peace and wel- 
fare. It signifies their realization of the 
necessity of asserting it once for all and 
of having it authoritatively inscribed in 
the international code of law. It voices 
their firm determination to so inscribe 
it by force if necessary. 

In, admitting that the United States 
have a right to interpdse in any contro- 


affected,’ and that “they are the judge 
whether those interests are touched and 
by what measure they are to be sus- 
tained.” Lord Salisbury concedes the 
ground upon which the, United States 
stand in this controversy. The interests 
of the United States are vitally af- 
fected by the attempt of any European 
power to oppress an American State or 
to seize territory on this continent. The 
success of such an attempt is full of 
menacing possibilities to the, people of 
America. 

It is vain, therefore, to dispute as to 
what President Monroe meant by his 
utterance or as to the proper interpreta- 
tion of the doctrine now. It is useless 
to contend that in the situation in which 
we now live the doctrine as uttered and 
intended by President Monroe is inap- 
plicable. We are the judge of the situa- 
tion, of the applicability of the doctrine 
and of the necessity of giving it a broader 
scope. Lord Salisbury will freely con- 
cede that the question of our success in 
having it accepted as a rule of inter- 
national law depends wholly upon our 
‘power to enforce it and we are willing to 
have this power put to a test. 

But the rule which we are determined 
to enforce is not based upon preten- 
sions” or “unbridled demands.” It is 
based upon a sound policy of self-défense 
against the certain consequences of 
European aggression and interference, 
and the attempt to engraft so-called 
European civilization on this edntinent. | 
The American people are tired of hav- 
ing the Monroé doctrine kicked about 
like a foot ball. Lord Salisbury has. 
brought it, to an issue by denying 
its validity. They foresee that if it 
is not now settled once for all and forced 
upon the acceptance of Europe, the con- 
sequence will be an endless train of evils 
which will eventually bring the Ameridan 
States.to the condition of the European 
States and will menace the stability of 
republican institutions, They prefer one 
decisive conflict to a series of conflicts 
with their inevitable result upon free 
government. 

While, therefore, the unyielding asser- 
tion of the Monroe Goctrine in this con- 
troversy may seem to invite’ war, in 
reality it makes for peace. It sets up a 
bulwark for the protection of the people 
of the American continent in the en- 
joyment of their free institutions and 
the development of their civilization, un- 
disturbed by the burdensome complica- 
tions and hostile interests of Burspeas 
monarchies. °
